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Bradley puts jigsaw in place 


AFTER almost 110 
years of existence, 
Australian soccer at 
last has a working 
document upon 
which genuine pro- 
gress can be based. 

A reading of Dr 
Graham Bradley's Final 
Report (minus the 
appendices) shows that 
the grounding now has 
been laid, and now it is 
up to the Australian 
Soccer Federation, the 
states and the NSL clubs 
to put the future of the 
game first and foremost. 

The report appears 
much better than the in- 
famous curate’s egg, 
which was only good in 
parts, although it does 
have aspects that must 
be further examined. 

The restriction of the 
NSL to four teams each 
in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne is a reasonable 
start, starting in the 
1991/92 season. 

It has long been ob- 
vious that Sydney's city 
end clubs in particular 
will have to put their 
heads together, and 
there is need for similar 
treatment in Mel- 
bourne. 

Only Marconi (Fair- 
field Marconi) receives 
conditional recognition 
as meeting NSL criteria, 
and who can argue with 
that? 

In the short term 
Bradley recommends 14 
clubs with two possibili- 
ties to be added later.

If four teams are 
drawn from each of Syd- 
ney and Melbourne and 
two from Adelaide, 
then Wollongong, 
Newcastle, Brisbane, 
Gold Coast, Perth and 
Canberra may compete 
for four places.

Viability will be judged 
on financial soundness, 
ground, crowd support, 
strength of team and 
promotional and de- 
velopment abilities. 

Salary and transfer 
caps will be instituted. 

New clubs would pay 
a franchise fee of 
$50,000/$100,000 and all 
would contribute an 
annual $30,000.

For it was Hickman, 
the bricklayer, that laid 
Olympic’s solid founda- 
tions, building quietly, 
unfussed, and keeping a 
low key profile. 

One would have 
thought that with the 
turbulent, political up- 
heavals that hit Hick- 
man and his team over 
the last three or four 
weeks, there was no 
way Olympic would 
even make the grand 
final, let alone win it. 

But Hickman rode 
out the-storm and did it 
“his way”. 

The first half was a 
cat and mouse affair as 
both sets of players 
made errors due to the 
tension of the occasion, 

Berti Mariani, Mar- 
coni’s coach, set back 
Olympic right from the 
kick-off by leaving out

This season Ade- 
laide City, which 
finished above Olym- 
pic on the ladder, top- 
ped the crowd support 
charts for the first time 
and its aggregate home 
gate of over 64,000, a 
full 20,000 ahead of 
Olympic, should have 
been enough to see the 
elimination final in 
South Australia. 

With a large number 
of Adelaide Hellas 
supporters certain to 
turn their allegiances 
to Olympic for the day 
there is little doubt it 
could have topped a 
10,000 attendance for 
that game. 

For the second year 
running Melbourne 
Croatia has finished in 
the top three in terms 
of crowd support — 
Olympic finished 
seventh — and yet the 
Melbourne club was 
also ‘invited’ to play its 
tie with Olympic away. 

Forget that Olympic 
finished fifth and 
Croatia third on the 
ladder, forget that 
Croatia, despite earn- 
ing the double chance, 
was forced to play 
finals away from home 
‘on successive weeks. 

It doesn’t add up 
and it certainly gives 
club little incentive to 
finish above fifth place 
on the ladder. 

Does this mean that 
Sunshine George 
Cross, Blacktown or 
Wollongong will never 
get a finals match? 

Melbourne Croatia 
president Joe Duzel 
called the decision on 
the venue for the pre- 
liminary final “an in- 
sult to Victorian 
soccer.” 

He should have ex- 
panded that to include 
any areas outside the 
Sydney metropolitan 
zone. 


The conclusion on 
the ‘‘commercial 
viability’ of the two 
clubs for the prelimin- 
ary final sounded logi- 
cal at first. 

The Marconi — 
Croatia game had 
drawn nearly 10,000 
on the same day as the 
South Melbourne — 
Olympic minor semi 
final had managed 
only about 6,500 
paying customers. 

But it is patently 
clear that the 10,000 
crowd in Sydney was 
made up of more than 
just a handful of Croa- 
tians from: the Sydney 
area. 

In Melbourne the 
Greeks who would 
have supported Olym-

pic in the preliminary 
final against Croatia 
were all, naturally 
enough, on the side of 
South Melbourne in 
the minor game. 

And if an Olympic 
— Souths mid-week 
cup final can draw near 
enough to 10,000 fans 
to Olympic Park, there 
is everything to suggest 
that a 15,000 turnout 
would have been possi- 
ble in Melbourne. 

I have no doubts 
that Melbourne would 
have equalled if not 
beaten Sydney's effort 
for the cut-throat 
game. 

The NSL's apparent 
attempt at logic was 
flawed.

Split backlash possible 


FRANK SCICLUNA REVIEWS NATIONAL INTERESTS 


THE current politi- 
cal events in 
Yugoslavia which 
led to the ugly 
football riot in Zag- 
Yeb last week must 
raise questions as 
to the wisdom of 
going ahead with 
next month's tour 
by Hajduk Split. 

There can be little 
doubt that the political 
upheaval taking place 
in the long antagonistic 
Yugoslav republics 
was the main cause of 
the fighting between 
Croats and Serbs. 

‘As similar feelings 
between the two rival 
groups are also run- 
ning high in this coun- 
try, it’s quite feasable 
to foresee similar 
problems coming to 
the surface during the 
tour. 

With Australian soc- 
cer still reeling from 
the harmful publicity 
caused by the recent 
incident involving 
political differences 
between Greeks and 
Macedonians, the code 
needs another such 
occurance like it needs 
a hole in the head. 

While the visit by 
Croatian-based Ha- 
jduk is not designed to 
be anything more than 
a simple gesture of 
goodwill, there must 
exist a strong risk that 
a handful of dangerous 
hot heads may turn our 
stadiums into political 
battle fields. 

Certainly, security 
at Hajduk’s matches 
will need to be ex- 
tremely tight to pre- 
vent any potential 
trouble but I wonder 
how on earth anyone 
can stop highly deter- 
mined, organised 
attempts by rival fac- 
tions hell bent on forc- 
ing their political be-

liefs on the Australian 
public. 

What was always 
going to be a high risk 
tour from the very be- 
ginning is now in dan- 
ger of being further in- 
flamed by the recent 
events in Zagreb. 

Quite frankly, we 
just don’t need the 
spin off that could 
occur. 

Apart from giving 
the post-Arok Soccer- 
oos a couple of rare 
outings against Euro- 
pean opposition, 
there’s very little if 
anything to be gained 
from the whole exer- 
cise. 


The Socceroos have 
got everything to lose 
and absolutely nothing 
to gain from such 
matches.

that prestige is only 
found in full in- 
ternational matches 
where the pride of one 
country is pitted 
against another. 

This is what the Soc- 
ceroos should be 
offered. 

Unless the likes of 
Liverpool, AC Milan, 
Real Madrid or one of 
the really high profile 
clubs are invited to 
take part in a big prize 
money tournament, 
the only fixtures 
arranged for the Soc- 
ceroos should be fully 
fledged internationals. 

If financial restraints 
prevent countries like 
Brazil, Italy or West 
Germany __ being 
brought out here, 
there’s nothing wrong 
with settling for less 
glamorous opponents. 

Asian countries 
which readily come to 
mind include Japan, 
South Korea and 
China. 

Cameroon, Algeria 
and Egypt can provide 
good opposition from 
Africa, while even 
Europe can give us the 
likes of Greece, 
Sweden, Norway, Tur- 
key, possibly Denmark 
and numerous others. 


That still leaves the 
Arab countries, South 
America and even the 
United States. 

What about the 
possibility of a well 
sponsored annual four 
team tournament in- 
volving Japan, USA, 
New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia with each coun- 
try taking turns to host 
it. 

Providing a sembl-

With the right 
choice of visitors, care- 
ful planning and prop- 
er promotion I see no 
reason why club tours 
such as these can’t pro- 
vide additional re- 
venue for some of our 
financially strapped 
outfits. 

Now that summer 
soccer looks certain to 
continue, the door is 
wide open for such 
pre-season tours to 
take place. 

But strong emphasis 
has got to be placed 
not only on the quality 
of opposition but also 
on the political con- 
sequences of such 
visits. 

That's why, the 
forthcoming tour by 
Hajduk Split could be 
fraught with danger. 

While their ability to 
provide the style of 
football fans yearn to 
watch is unquestion- 
able, I'm more than a 
little nervous about the 
possibility of what the 
political events cur- 
rently taking place in 
Yugoslavia can lead to 
during their visit.

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Raznjevic needed back in Melbourne 


THE bitterness so 
apparent in his voice 
earlier in the week 
was gone as Ivan 
Raznjevic packed his 
bags in anticipation 
of a return to his 
family in Portland, 
Oregon. 

Raznjevic, the consu- 
mate gentleman, simply 
wanted to convey some 
public messages to both 
his players and this 
country before leaving, 
possibly never to return. 

“Tt wasn’t just me 
(who bought the club 
success),”” he told ASW 
on the eve of his depar- 
ture, 

“IT want to publicly 
thank my players very 
much for their brilliant 
performances through- 
out my tenure as coach 
of Melbourne Croatia. 

“I have come to love 
this club and this coun- 
try and I am sad to have 
to leave. 

“But before I go 1 
must say that there are 
many young and 
talented boys in this 
country and if the 
League promotes itself 
properly I have no 
doubt that Australia will 
catch up with the world 
in a very short time.” 

It sounded suspicious- 
ly like Raznjevic writing 
his own epithet to his 
stay in Australia. 

He is leaving, not the 
least of the reasons 
being that his wife is 
soon to have surgery for 
the removal of a cancer- 
ous tumour. 

But he is leaving the 
door open fora return if 
Melbourne Croatia, the 
club he has lifted from 
the doldrums to its most 
successful seasons in 
history, can see its way 
clear to re-appointing 
him after its annual

general meeting next 
month. 

Contrary to the 
Croatia publicity 
machine, which would 
have us believe that 
Raznjevic resigned, the 
coach of Melbourne's 
most successful club for 
the past two seasons has 
done no such thing. 

“IT had no intention of 
resigning and I never 
handed in a written re- 
signation,”’ he ex- 
plained. 

“T'm looking at this as 
taking leave without pay 
and it's up to the Croa- 
tian club to decide if 
they want me back. 

“The signals have 
been that they may ask 
me back, but if they 
don’t, what can I do?” 


The truth of Razn- 
jevic’s sudden departure 
from Croatia might 
never be known. 

Spokesman Zjelko 
Sabo insists that Razn- 
jevic did resign, at least 
he offered a verbal re- 
signation, after the ill- 
fated preliminary final 
defeat to Sydney 
Olympic. 

Even before that 
game some club officials 
and a minority of fringe 
players did not, at least 
privately, fully support 
Raznjevic as coach. 

As Sabo reasoned, 
“always someone will 
complain about some- 
thing but generally he

CANBERRA Croatia 
will not support the 
banning of national 
flags, emblems and 
foreign language 
announcements 
fram NSW Soccer 
League grounds. 

Club official Frank 
Crnkovic has slammed 
the moves as heavy 
handed and discrimina- 
tory. 

“Canberra Croatia, 
like all responsible soc- 
cer clubs, condemns 
violence and will work 
to eliminate it from the 
sport,” Crnkovic said. 

“But we do not be- 
lieve it can be done by 
the introduction of 
blanket bans on things 
like flags and emblems. 

“That will not stop 
people hating each 
other if the hatred is 
already firmly imbed- 
ded in their minds. 

“And there are many 
older people among the 
crowd at our games who 
have difficulty with the 
English language. 

“If the announcer has 
an accent and if the 
announcements are not 
repeated in Croatian 
they have no idea what 
is going on.” 

Crnkovic says the 
proposals should not 
have been made public 
until the clubs had had a 
chance to discuss them 
and make represent- 
ations to the NSWSF. 

“It is a crude attempt 
to force them upon us 
— another attempt to 
make ethnics the 
scapegoat for the ills 
afflicting soccer.” 

He agrees recent 
crowd disturbances at 
the Quit National Soc- 
cer League game be- 
iween Sydney Olympic 
and Preston Makedonia 
damaged the image of 
the game. 

“But it can be limited 
by ensuring the crowds 
are segregated, as they 
are overseas, and with 
an efficient use of mar- 
shals and police,”* he 
says. 

“We have in Can- 
berra a vehicle which is 
promoting soccer. I 
know a lot of people 
think it is the wrong 
vehicle but at the mo- 
ment it is the only one 
which has the money 
and resources to do the 
job. 

“Because of our ex- 
pertise in the building 
trade and because we 
have people who are 
willing to put money 
into the sport, we have 
been able to make a

Stage 1, which com- 
prised of the construc- 
tion of two playing 
fields and the ameni- 
ties block, was to pro- 
ceed at a cost of 
$500,000, 

In October, 1987 the 
Association Commit- 
tee attended a meeting 
‘of the Ryde Municipal 
Council Works, Parks 
& Traffic Committee 
to discuss the develop- 
ment and in particular 
the Association’s con- 
tribution to the de- 
velopment. 

The outcome of this 
was that the Associa- 
tion would provide an 
initial $50,000 con- 
tribution plus a further 
$15,000 per annum for 
10 years with normal 
Council ground and 
lighting charges still to 
apply.

ball out for the players 
to move forward and 
shoot. 


All 13 players man- 


“aged to get in about six 


shots each and because 
the coach was using only 
‘one ball (there were six 
others neatly arranged 
on the sideline) he in- 
sisted that each shot be 
played directly at him. 

This broke two cardi- 
nal rules of effective 
shooting work. 

Firstly, shooting prac- 
tice must be realistic 
and rarely will players 
have an opportunity to 
shoot from a ball which 
is gently rolling toward 
them in match play. 


Generally, balls in 
games will be moving 
toward, across or away 
from the players and 
they may be rolling, 
bouncing or falling so it 
is important for com- 
binations of these to be 
practised in training 

‘Through passes. short 
passes in the penalty 
area, dribbling raids on 
goal and crosses from 
the flanks should form 
the basis of all shooting 
practice because they 
are the most common 
situations from which 
shots will be taken in 
matches. 

Secondly, because the 


fended by an active 
goalkeeper, the players 
had no idea how effec- 
tive their shooting was 
and therefore they did 
not have an opportunity 
to build their confidence 
in front of goal. 

A full-size goal and 
realistic goalkeeping are 
vital if the players are to 
gain the maximum be- 
nefit from their work. 

Players and coaches 
alike must understand 


the difference between « 


a good shot and one of 
poor quality so they can 
assess their abilities 
accurately. 

The best possible shot 
is one which is low and 
moving away from the 
goalkeeper because 
they are difficult to save 
and are therefore likely 
to result in a goal. 

Such shots will fre- 
quently score if they are 
on-target and can still 
result in a goal through 
a deflection if they are 
slightly off-target. 

Shots played in the air 
are the least likely to 
score because if they are 
on-target the goalkeep- 
er will have more time 
to assess the flight and 
be able to save and if 
they are. off-target there 
is very little chance of a 
deflection. 

Goals win matches 
and the only way to im- 
prove the ability to 
score is to provide 
realistic and practical 
work for the players at

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AS the start of the 
World Cup 
approaches, the 
once-ebullient 
optimism of 
Yugoslavia’s soc- 
cer team is rapidly 
wilting. More 
realistic appraisals 
of its potential are 
sinking in. 

The team is known 
in Europe as “the 
world champion in 
friendly matches” — 
deadly in exhibitions 
but disappointing in 
major tournaments. 

When they became 
the first European 
team to qualify for the 
World Cup Yugoslavs 
said they were certain 
to rid themselves of a 
reputation for choking 
when they get to Italy. 

Now team officials 

say the main goal is to 
qualify for the second 
round from the group 
that also includes West 
Germany, Colombia 
and the United Arab 
Emirates, 
“Our main task is to 
place at least second in 
the group in which the 
Germans are clear 
favourites,” Yugoslav 
coach Ivica Osim says, 
adding that his team 
has “to concentrate for 
the game against Col- 
ombia, which will be 
decisive.” 

Yugoslavia faces 
West Germany in its 
opening match in 
Milan on June 10. Out 
of 24 official games be- 
tween the two teams, 
Germans have won 13 
and Yugoslavs 8. 


Three matches were 
drawn. 

Yugoslavia has 
beaten Colombia in 
both matches played 
between the two sides. 
It has never met the 
UAE. 

“Tt will not be tragic 
if we lose against 
Germany, but we sim- 
ply have to beat Col- 
ombia,” Osim said. He 
expects that the UAE 
“will not play a major 
role in the group’’ 
from which two teams 
qualify for the second 
round. 

Yugoslavia will face 
Spain on May 29 in 
Ljubljana and Holland 
in Zagreb on June 3 in 
warm-up matches. 

Both venues, 
however, are now in 
doubt following the re- 
cent flare-up in what is 
nothing more than 
modern tribe warfare 
in ethnically strife-torn 
Yugoslavia.
